CZAR’S LOSS IN SIEGE 
IS ESTIMATED AT 25,000 


Japanese Place Casualties Among 
Members of Beleaguered Garri- 
son at High Figure—Rojestven- 
sky’s Fleet Sails for Home. 


TOKIO, Jan. $.—Fully half of the Russian 
officers captured by the Japanese at Port 
Arthur prefer imprfsonment to a pledge not 
to bear arms ‘against the Mikado again 
during the present war. 

Those who refuse their parole will ac- 
company their men to Japan. Among the 
number are mentioned the names of Gene. 
Fock, Smyrnoff and Gorbatowsky and Ad- 
miral Wiren, commander of the Czar's na- 
val force at ort Arthur. 

Geng, Fock and Smyrnoff have both been 
repeatedly ré@ported as among the dead. 
There have been several denials, but Gen. 
Stoessel is said, in his last message to the 
Czar, definitely to have confirmed the 
Statement that Gen. Fock, at least, had 
been killed. There seems to be no doubt, 
however, of the accuracy of the latest ver- 
sion. 

The Czar'’s reply to Gen. Stoessel’s re- 
quest for permiasion to give his parole was 
a very grudging one and the wording of 
the imperial message is believed to have 
had much influence in determining so many 
of the Port Arthur garrison to accept im- 
prisonment in Japan rather than to return 
home, 

Gen. Stoessel and the officers who wil! 
promise not to fight again will leave Dalny 
Jan. 12 on a Japanese transport for Na- 
gasaki and, after a brief stay in the MI- 
kado’s realm, sail for Burope on a French 
steamship. via the,Suez canal. 

Tt is now estimated that the Russian cas- 
unlties at Port Arthur amounted to 25,000. 
The Japanese government admits the loss 
of only 50,000 inen during the siege but 
the general estimate is about 80,000, bring- 
ing the total on bot sides up to 15,600 men.

Tea Made From Caraway Seed 
Which Victim ‘of Poison Is 
Quoted as Saying Mrs. Stewart 
Had Sent Her. 


Important testimony was given by Dr. 
Alexander Werth at the inquest begun 
Monday morning into the death of Mrs. 
Mary Bach, the aged woman who, he says, 
died of arsenic poisoning at her home, 813 
Clinton street, shortly after noon Satur- 
day. 

Dr. Werth, who attended Mrs. Bach, 
testified that she told him that Mrs. Rebec- 
ca Stewart of &28 North Market street sent 
her the caraway seed, or “dry kimmel,”’ 
from which, according to Mrs. Stewart's 
instructions, she made and drank tea. 

He said he found the box containing what 
was left of the caraway seed, had Mrs. 
Bach identify it as that which was sent 
her, found it contained a quantity of 
arsenic, and notified the police, who ar- 
rested Mrs. Stewart half an hour before 


Mrs. Bach died. * 
Dr. Werth showed to the coroner a bottle 


containing arsenic which he said was 
taken from the caraway seed. At the re- 
quest of the coroner, E. D. Chamberlain, 
one of the jurors, who js a druggist, ex- 
amined the contents of the bottle with a 

magnifying glass, but said nothing. Then 
Coroner Baron examined the powder, and 
also poured the caraway seed upon a piece 
of paper and examined it. After several 
minutes he declared there was some ar- 
senic still with the caraway seed. 

Mrs. Stewart, sitting under guard of the 
two detectives who arrested her, Greeley 
and Darby, wept continuously. She 
gianced closely at the caraway seed, among 
which were sma!) dots of white powder, 
while her lips trembled and her eyes filled 
with tears.

A seal- 
skin cape rested on her shoulders, and 
she frequentiy drew it closer, as th h 
she were cold in the steam-heated room. 


Didn’t Want to 


Blame Friend. 

Detective George Greeley was the first 
witness. He told of the arrest of Mrs. 
Stewart and her denial that she had seen 
Mra. Bach for several days or had sént 
her the caraway seed. She told him she 
had known Mrs. Bach for %, and 
was her friend. 

Dr. Werth testified thaf® 
to see Mrs. Bach at 10 ‘o'clock “Friday 
morning. He found her suffering from 
nausea and intense cramps. Her ‘throat 
was badly swollen, and she could speak 
only in a whisper. He diagnosed the case 
as one of arsenical poisoning, but thought 
there might be a chance that her condition 
was due to corrosive sublimate.’ He asked 
her what she had been eating or dfinking.

Joseph W. Folk. sworn in today as gov- 
ernor of Missouri, in opening his address 
to the legisiators said that while he be-

for public service and not for party work. 
The governor complimented the legislators 
by saying that no private interests could 
secure for a0 small a sum as their pay ‘the 
service of so large a number of men as 
honest and intelligent as the men who 
compose this General Assembly; but a 
moment later gnve this warning: 

“T promiced the people of this state to do 
my best to put a stop to bribery. and the

The aittorney-general's 
office ought to be adequately supplied with 
help, and it is not now. There fs no econ- 
omy in stinting the department of justice, 
for the object of having government at 
all ia to have lawe and to have those laws 
enforced.

Col. Soha R. Rippy of State Agri- 
culture Board Will Also Op- 
pose Repeal Measure.

JEYFERSON CITY. Mo., Jan. 9.—tate 
Senator Willian? B. Kinealy of St. Louis 
is the frst member of the Forty-third Gen- 
eral Assembly to come out openly and ad- 
vocate the retention of the breeders’ law, 
which licenses bookmaking and pool-sell- 
ing at the racetracks. 

In an interview for the Post-Dispatch to- 
day the St. Loulsan expressed his views on 
the subject at length. 

“In the first place,”’ said he, “the Poat- 
Dispatch has not submitted this question 
fairly to the legislators. It has taken the 
view that the breeders’ law is merely 4 
cloak for the protection of gambling inter- 
eats. Such is not the cage. 

“fl know, and every person Who is famil- 
fur with the workings of the statute should 
know, that the breeders’ law is designed to 
foster the horse-breeding industry of Mis- 
sourt; that coupled with this purpose it 
LTomotes racing and betting on the races 
is merely an incident to the sport. 

“My senatorial district embraces the 
Fair grounds, where racing is conducted 
® days out of the year. So far as I am 
aware my constituents do not oppose the 
breeders’ law nor object to the Fair 
grounds racetrack. On the contrary, the 
district is greatly benefited during the 
racing season by the employes of the track 
who spend considerable money throughout 
the neighborhood, 

‘In addition, the state receives $26,000 or 
$30,000 a year revenue from the 8t. Louis 
tracks. 


“We Cannot Get 
Along Without Races.” 


“For these reasone and the further one 
that the breeders’ law wiped out the pool- 
rooms, I do not think the law should be 
disturocd. We cannot get along without 
races-—at least not without depriving the 
people of a great pastime. 

“It is better for the state to have a law 
licensing bookmaking and pool selling than 
to have no law and be, for example, like 
the state of Illinois, which has racetracks 
with their gambling features, although the 
law Is specifically against it.’’ 

“Have you any figures showing that the 
horse breeders of Missouri have profited by 
the breeders’ law?’' was asked the senator. 

“Generally speaking racing promotes the 
breeding of high-class horses. I have no 
data at hand relative to the matter, how- 
ver. 

“Do you think gambling is helpful or 
harmful to a community?’ 

“Under proper restrictions, I belleve no 
great harm results. By thie I mean that 
betting on the races is something which 
will be carried on, law or no law. - Hand- 
beoks constitute the most insidious form of 
piipetiing. because it tempts those to gam- 

le in secret who would hesitate to make 
bets publicly.” 

“Then you admit thmt the more ‘insidi- 
ous’ form of gambling has come into ex-

“TIT will admit that we have handbooks, 
and they can’t be wiped out by repealing 
the breeders’ law.” 

“If the police authorities of St. Louis did 
their duty, do you think the handbook-

Possibly the 
handbooks could be done away with and 
ought to be.”

She was ordered 
from the Park Avenue Hotel after the 
rensational capture of her husband. 

Mrs. Duke and Mra. Deplaines, her in- 
timate friend and companion have both 
heen summoned to appear at once before 
the grandjury. The summonses were 
served Saturday night. 

it is rumored that George H. Mallory, 
Mire. Duke's lawyer, also has been sum 
moned by the grandjury, but he denies it 
vehemently. 

Mrs. Duke created a scene at the home of 
Mr. Mallory last night. It was plain tht 
she was driven to the verge of desperation. 
Detectives had stood outside the door for 
twenty-four hours. 

Bhe reached the Maliory house in a han- 
som. The horse appeared to have been 
driven so fastt hat he was nearly exhaust- 
ed. Mrs. Duke gave the front doorbell a 
violent pull. Mr. Mallory was in a confer- 
ence in his library at the time with two 
reporters. His wife went to the door and 
opened it only as far as the chain on it 
would permit. 

Mrs. Duke was in the vestibule and in 
a voice that could be heard plainly in the 
library she demanded to see Mr. Mallory. 
Mrs, Mallory in alarm hurried in to where 
her husband sat. 


Lawyer Appears 
Badly Frightened. 


The lawyer appeared to share in the alarm 
of his wife. He trembled as ff in a chill 
and almost lost the power of speech. Mrs. 
Duke kept the door bell jingling every sec- 
ond and could be heard plainly shouting for 
Mallory to let her in, Between pulls at 
the bcli she batteed on the door with 
her fists. A servant started toward the 
door and Mallory stopped her in the hall. 

“Don't open that door under any cir- 
cumstances,” he ordered. Then be went 
to the basement stairway and muffled the 
door bell. When reporters volunteered to 
open the door and find out what Mrs. 
Duke wanted, Mallory jumped to his feet 
and exclaimed: 

“Now, just stay right where you are. I 
don’t want that woman to come into my 
house. I do not want to see her tonight 
under any circumstances.” 

She abandoned the front door and turned 
her attack to the Goor at the basement. 
Then she banged on the windows and de- 
manded admission, but the servants were 
obeying the master’s orders. 

When at last Mrs. Duke found that her 
efforte to see her coune.! were futile, she 
gave it up, got into the hansom and was 
driven back downtown.

WALL; ONE INJURED 


‘Engineer Charles Doner Painfully 


Hurt When Locomotive Run 
Into Arsenal Fence. 


Men are at work clearing the wreckage 
created by an engine of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway Association, which left its 
track at Main and Arsenal streets Sunday 
afternoon, plunged into the stone wall sur- 
rounding the Arsenal and landed in a 1- 
foot depression. 

The engine, in charge of Engineer 
Charles C. Doner of 332 Texas avenue, and 
Fireman John Sept of 1455 South Second 
Street, was coming north, pulling a string 
of freight cars. The track passes within a 
few feet of the iron fence on the east side 
of the arsenal property. It had almost 
reached the northeast corner of the ar- 
senal property when it left the track. 


leveling the iron fence,it plunged into 
the etone wail which runs along the north 
side of the grounds and with which the 
iron fence connects at the corner. The wall 
was broken down for a distance of 15 feet. 

The engine was not stopped by the ecn- 
tact, but plowed across Arsenal street and 
landed in a depression thorught which 
teams are driven under the ‘rack at that 
point. 

Fireman Sept and Samuel Gocher. the 
foreman, and William Morse, a switchman. 
who were riding on the step of the engine, 
jumped before it struck the wall. Engineer 
Doner stayed with the locomotive and was 
urt. His back was sprained and 
his limbs were bruised. 

It was 50 feet from the point where the 
enginé left the track to the point where 
it stopped. 

Doner was taken to the Missouri Pacific 
Hospital. 

It took a large force of men all after- 
noon and the greater part of the night 
to get the engine out of the ditch.

B'nai B'rith day was celebrated by Mis-

Of the first 400 to reach New York, 
25 came to St. Louls.

The total 
number of refugees to come to St. Louis 
during 1904 was 565.

GREATEST HEIGHT 125 FEET 


Building Ordinance Finally Agreed 
On Its Specific Regarding Ar- 
rangement of Theaters. 


After wrangling for a year the builders, 
architects, insurance and theatrical men 
and representatives of- the municipal 
building department have finally drafted 
a new building code that the municipal 
assembly will be asked to enact into an 
ordinance at once. 

Over 50 amendments were attached to 
the bill while it was pending in the House 
of Delegates. lt is now before the @ouncil. 

The House abolished the board of ap- 
peals composed of an architect, a builder 
and the chief of the local fife prevention 
bureau. Appeals from the building com- 
missioner are passed upon by the board. 
The insurance men made o fight for the 
retention of the board and the House will 
be asked to reconsider its previous action. 


Builders were responsible for the amend- 
ment to permit 13-inch walls in three- 
story residential structures. The present 
code provides for 24-inch foundations and 
18-inch walls on tthe first floor. The new 
code will permit 18-inch foundations and 13- 
inch walls all the way through except in 
three-story factory buildings. 

Four classes of building permits will be 
issued under the new code, the first claas 
calling for absolutely fire-proof structures, 
the second for slow combustion, the third 
for brick and wood construction and the 
fourth for frame and corrugated tin or 
iron construction. 

Architects succeeded in having the limit 
on sky-scrapers raised from ® to 135 feet. 
Special ordinances have been necessary in 
the past to permit the erection of tall build- 
ings like the Chemical, Union Trust and 
Holland. The Chicago municipal assembly 
recently passed an ordinance pronibiting 
the erection of buildings over 150 feet in 
height. 

In order to secure the consent of the 
theatrical men to making the new cote 
applicable to theaters already constructed, 
Deputy Building Commissioner James A. 
Smith made several concessions. 


No Automatic 
Sprinklers Required. 


ot agreer to ‘eut out’ the automatic 
sprinkler said Mr. Smith, ‘“‘because the 
fuse that ignites it is Hable to go otf trom 
the concentrated heat of an orainary stage 
lamp or some other accidental cause and 
create a panic in a crowded place of amuse- 
ment. 

“In place of the automatic sprinkler we 
have provided for the rain curtain, which 
will be cxverated by a lever in the hands 
of the stage fireman. At “irst it was in- 
tended to have the water curtain ignited 
by a fuse, but this plan was dropped when 
attention was called to the fact that the 
fire might not be in the neighborhood of 
the igniting fuse. Instead of waiting on 
a fire to start the water curtain, theairical 
managers thought it best to have the ap- 
paratus operated by a mechanical device 
controlled by the stage fireman. 

“The new code makes it obligatory upon 
the part of oll theatrical managers to make 
their aisles at least 2 feet 6 inches in 
width at the narrowest point, increasing in 
width 2 inches, for every 5 running teet. 
Lhe aisles usually average 30 feet in iength, 
which will give them a width of $ feet 6 
inches at the entrance. 

“The new ordinance provides § for 
exits or entrances to the first fioor, 
to be 5 feet in width for first 400 seating 
capacitv and an additional 6 inches for 
each 100 above that number. This wi.l give 
6-foot exits for theaters with a seating 
capacity of 500 on the first floor. 

‘ It ealls for an exit on cach side of the 
balcony and gallery of all theaters, each to 
be at least 6 feet in width; also two siatir- 
ways must be provided leading from the 
gallery and balcony in all theaters. The 
stairways leading from the galleries must 
be at least 8 feet 6 inches In width and the 
stairways leading from the baiconies at 
least 4 feet in width. 


Would Keep 
‘Aisles Clear. 


fheatrical men .are frequently on the 
carpet now for violating that portion of the 
building code which prohibits crowded 
aisles. Managers invariably say when 
called into court that ‘standing room only’ 
signs mean ‘standing room’ In the foyer or 
iobby of the house and not the alsles. 
“The showmen succeeded in having a 
section drafted into the new ordinance 
which explains that aisles mean passage- 
ways running at right angles with the 
stage. Under this conetruction it will, be 
possible to seat people in springback chiirs 
in one or two aisles of at least twwo the- 
aters. In both cases the aisles I have in 
view are located in the balconies. I may 
attempt to have the matter rectified before 
the Municipal Assembly finally passes the 
bill.”’

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IN FIGHT OVER 
CONVICT LABOR 


Retiring Missouri Governor Re- 
ports Larger Contracts at In- 
creased Price Than When For- 
mer Lower Figure Was Paid. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 9.—Despite 
the overshadowing Importance of the in- 
gugural ceremonies today considerable bust- 
ness was traneacted by the Missouri Legis- 
lature. 

A supplementary message from Gov. 
‘Dockery, constituting his last communi- 
ation to the assembly, was received short- 
ly after the House was called to order. 
Bince hie last message the retiring execu- 
tive stated convict labor contracts have 
been closed which will employ all the pris- 
onere to be relieved from service by the 
termination of the contracts expiring 
May 1. 

‘The new contracts provide for the em- 
ployment of 970 convicts, as against 885 
under the old ones. Gov. Dockery esti- 
mates that they will increase the state's 
annual income by about $40,000. 

The governor also announced a report 
from the World's Fair committee showing 
that the unexpended balance of the Fair 
appropriation will approximate $200,000, in- 
stead of $160,000, as previously estimated. 

The message contained a recommenda- 
tion for a new Supreme court bullding.

Mr. Rubey is the choice of many 
Democratic senators, and, as the new gov- 
ernor will need the co-operation of the 
upper body, nobody would be surprised if 
Rubey captured the insurance commission- 
ership plum. 

There are now two vacancies in the 8t. 
Louls Board of Police Commissioners, and 
Mr. Folk has in mind for them Wallace 
Simmons and E. 8. Lewis. Nelson W. Mc. 
Leod has declined the presidency of the St. 
louis police board. 

Hal Woodside, who served as one of the 
secretaries at the Democratic state head- 
quarters during the recent carppaign, will 
serve as private secretary to Gov. Folk. 

No decision has yet been reached in re- 
gard to the 8t. Louis excise commission- 
ership. There is a report that thig job wil! 
be tendered to Robert H. Kern of Macon 
and St. Louls. Mr. Kern has resigned 
from the Democratic state committee so 
ag to accept, the politicians say, a position 
under the Folk administration. 

It is understood that Commissioner Sei- 
bert has already forwarded his resigna- 
tion to Gov. Folk and his successor will 
be named probably some time this week. 

Andrew C. Maroney will be made q@ mem- 
ber of the Board of Election Commission- 
ers. The St. Louis coal oil inspectorship, 
which is worth $7000 a year to its incum- 
bent, is being held in reserve, the politicians 
believe, for Con man W. D. Vandiver, 
whose term in Congress expires March 4.

The President’s tariff conference came to naught. Speaker 
Cannon, Senator Platt of Connecticut and Representatives Dal- 
zell and Grosvenor proposed a special session of Congress to 
revise the Dingley schedules. Senators Aldrich, Allison and 
Spooner, with, Representative Tawney, favored a readjustment 
of the Dingley rates. Sereno E. Payne, chairman of the House 
committee on ways and means, wabbled. 

But how about the President? Why did he not break tlie 
deadlock instead of declining to vote? 

Lincoln once presented an important policy to his cabinet 
and announced his intention of taking a vote. 

“All in favor will say aye,” said the Président. “Aye,” re- 
sponded Mr. Lincoln. “All opposed will say no,” continued the 
President. “No,” exclaimed the cabinet. “The ayes have it, 
gentlemen,” declared the President, with a smile. 

Had Mr. Roosevelt voted “aye” at Saturday’s conference 
the “ayes” would have it, regardless of how anybody else voted, 
and the Dingley schedules would be revised. 

The easiest and best way for the President to dispose of the 
issue as it has now shaped itself is to call a special session of 
Congress to revise the Dingley rates and trust public opinion to 
do the rest. Mr. Roosevelt is at his best when he leads, not 
when he tries to follow the politicians of his party.

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NEW YORK EDITORIALS TODAY 


OF INTEREST TO ST. LOUISANS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Although no men- 
tion of the fact is made by the Times, 
undoubtedly it had in mind the famous 
query of former Mayor Zeigenhein of St. 
Louls, *“‘We got a moon yet, ain't It?’ 
when it fell te discussing moons. 

“The announcement of the discovery of 
a sixth moon attached to the lunar staff, 
so to speak, of Jupiter, emphasizes the 
fact that nature did not show good dis- 
cretion in distributing satellites among 
the planets,’ says the Times. “We could 
do very wetl with another moon or two, 
whereas Jupiter has a superfiuity of them. 
Many problems, not the least of which Is 
municipal lighting, would be much sim- 
plified if an arrangement could be made 
for a continuous full moon, with one in 
reserve for use in case repairs were hec- 


essary.’’ 
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Marion Crawford’s “Cheek.’

‘cheek’ began more than 30 or 40 years ago. 
He preferred to be born in Italy. Indeed, 
he may have been guilty of certain ‘cheek’ 
in allowing himself to be born at all. Amer- 
ican authors should begin right. They 
should come from New England. Ohio Is 
forgiven to Mr. Howells only becauge he 
was shrewd or fortunate enough to reside 
with the Boston pale air for a time."’ 

After saying that “It is an old custom 
and not a bad one for the state department 
to export a few authors, thus literature is 
made to purr delightedly and some of the 
reports of the state department are sure to 
be in good English.” The Sun recalls that 
Mr. Motley and Washington Irving filled 
high offices abroad after long residence in 
Europe. ; 

“Mr. Crawford has excellent qualifica- 
tions to be ambassador to Italy,” says the 
Sun. “We don’t know his peculiar fitness 
to appear before fhe sublime porte.

SAKE OF SCIENCE

Is Seven Days in a Calorimeter, 
Four Days Without a Par- 
ticle of Food. 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn., Jan. 9.—In the 
interests of science, A. L. Leathers, a 
student in the sophomore clase at Wes- 
leyan University, has been caged in the 
Atwater-Rosa calorimeter for seven days. 
For four days of that time no food 
passed ‘his lips and Ris eole sustenance for 
the last three days was one quart of milk 
daily. Leathers passed his time reading and 
sleeping. 

When he came out of the calorimeter he 
was weak from his fast and also somewhat 
cramped, the inside of the box being so

Life of Omen Kelly Declared to 
Have Rivaled That of Ste 
venson’s Strange Creation.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.-~Rivaling Robert 
Louls Stevenson's weird tale of ‘‘Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde" is the true story, it is as- 
serted, of the life and character, eccentricl- 
ties and disappearances of Owen Kelly of 
Philadelphia, churchworker, temperance 
leader and manufacturer, missing from his 
Philadeiphia home for weeks. 

Although supposed to be wealthy, Kelly 
left scarcely a penny. A bank account of 
the Welcome textile mills of Philadelphia, 
in which he and Daniel Wade are partners, 
has $125 to the firm's credit instead of $50,- 
000 suppoeed to be there. Mr. Kelly was 
the only one authorized to withdraw the 
money. 

Kelly’s cousin, Frank Mulgrew of this 
city, has also presented his claim for $22,- 
006, which, he says, the missing man owes 
him.
